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A-5?  FOREIGN  KPS  ON  APPLES 


DOMESTIC  APPLES  SUPPLYING  SOUTH  ENGLAND  MARKETS  ? 

Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe;  reports 
under  date  of  Oct  oner  30,  that  the  demand  for  apples  in  the  South  of 
England  is  being  largely  supplied  "by  fruit  from  home  orchards.  Dessert 
varieties  particularly  were  >eing  supplied  the  markets  by  growers  who 
have  held  back  fruit.     Comparatively  few  apples  from  the  South  are  going 
to  the  northern  English  markets,  so  that  consumers  around  Liverpool  and 
north  of  Liverpool,   are  now  dependent  upon  American  apples.    Press  reports, 
recently  forwarded  from  London  have  noted  more  than  usual  activity  among 
English  growers  in  storing  apples. 

GERMAN  GROWERS  BOXING  APPLES 

Boxed  German  grown  apples,  packed  by  the  Saxon  Cooperative  Apple 
Producers  and  Shippers  Association,  made  their  appearance  on  the  Berlin 
and  other  German  markets  during  the  latter  part  of  September,  according 
to  reports  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  W„  A«  Schoenfeld  at  Berlin.  In 
outward  appearance  the  boxes  were  similar  to  those  coming  from  our  own 
Pacific  Coast  states.    The  face  fruit  was  quite  uniform  in  size,  color  and 
firmness,  but  the  balance  of  the  box  was  quite  commonly  packed  with  what 
would  appear  to  be  "orchard  run"  fruit. 

The  only  apples  really  competitive  to  the  American  product  as  to 
quality,  in  the  German  market  during  September  and  early  October,  were 
fruit  from  Austrian  and  Italian  T7/rol  and  Switzerland,  but  even  apples 
from  these  sections  do  not  compare  with  jmerican  apples  for  flavor, 
color  and  firmness,  or  for  uniformity  of  sizing.    Consumer  demand  for 
select .  fruit ,  is  usually  for  the  American  apple,    Although  the  season 
for  American  apples  was  not  yet  really  under  way  at  the  time  of  Mr. 
SchoenfeldTs  report,  prices  being  paid  for  American  fruit  in  Copenhagen, 
Hamburg  and  Berlin  were  well  a^ove  the  levels  prevailing  for  European 
apples. 

APPLE  PRODUCTION  IN  NORTHERN  MEXICO 

The  production  of  apples  has  become  fairly  important  in  a  few 
localities  in  the  State  of  Chihuahua,  northern  Mexico,  according  to  Consul 
Thomas  McEnelly,  Qiihuahua,  Mexico.    A  colony  of  Mennonites  near  the  town 
•of  San  Antonio,  who  are  the  principal  growers,  during  the  past  few  months 
shipped  40  carloads  or  about  27,500  bushels.     The  apples  are  said  to  be 
of  fine  quality  and  find  a  ready  market  throughout  northern  Mexico,  Apples 
appear  to  thrive  throughout  the  high  plateaus  of  this  district,  according 
to  the  Consul,  and  the  success  attending  present  production  may  encourage 
increased  cultivation  of  the  fruit,  thereby  injuring  the  market  for  apples 

in  northern  Mexico,  now  being  supplied  by  Ar.erican  growers.   

NOTE:     In  our  report  F.S./A-32,  "Foreign  Tariff  on  Apples",  the  German 
t-riff  was  given  at  6  and  8  gold  marks  per  100  kilos.    These  rates  r:fer 
to  apples  in  bulk.    Packed  apples  from  the  United  States  take  a  rate  of 
12  .old  marks  per  100  kilos,  equivalent  to  $1.30  per  100  pounds. 
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
